It  is  a 
strong  grower,  drouth  resistant,  a heavy  producer  of 
medium  sized  berries.  In  the  spring  its  fruit  ripens 
earlier  than  the  standard  June-bearing  varieties.  We 
believe  that  this  is  the  best  general  utility  berry  there  is 
and  strongly  recommend  it. 


Minnesota  No.  1017 


Originated  at  the  Minnesota  State  Fruit  Breeding  Farm. 
A heavy  yielder  in  both  Spring  and  Fall.  Berries  of  good 
size,  but  not  as  attractive  as  the  Superb.  Flavor  fine. 
In  some  localities  has  proven  our  best  Everbearer.  Many 
growers  prefer  this  to  the  June  fruiters  for  the  main 
Spring  crop  because  of  its  heavy  yield  at  that  time.  The 
Fall  crop  of  the  second  year  is  especially  good. 


Superb 


The  largest  and  most  attractive  of  the  Everbearers. 
Does  not  yield  as  many  berries  as  Progressive,  but  the 
fruits  are  larger  and  of  a beautiful  round  form  and  glisten- 
ing dark  red  color.  In  June  the  Superb  fruits  heavily 
and  because  of  their  large  uniform  size  and  attractive 
color  they  top  the  market.

This  allows 
us  to  devote  all  of  our  time  and  energies  to  the  produc- 
tion of  the  best  small  fruit  plants  that  modern  scientific 
methods  can  produce.  By  using  these  plants  our  cus- 
tomers reap  the  benefits  of  our  experience  and  specializa- 
tion. 

There  is  an  actual  shortage  of  nursery  stock  in  the 
country  at  the  present  time.  Last  year  many  were  dis- 
appointed because  stocks  were  completely  sold  out  early. 
For  the  last  five  years  we  have  not  been  able  to  meet  the 
demand  for  our  plants.  This  year  we  have  much  larger 
plantings  but  advance  orders  to  date  indicate  that  we 
will  again  be  sold  out  before  the  season  is  over,  so  we 
advise  early  ordering  to  avoid  disappointment. 

Our  great  care  in  digging  and  packing  the  plants  in- 
sures that  they  will  reach  our  customers  in  perfect  con- 
dition. We  employ  no  agents  but  sell  only  direct  to  the 
fruit  grower,  resulting  in  lower  prices  and  fresh  dug  stock 
for  our  customers,  and  eliminating  chance  for  substitu- 
tion or  mistakes. 

All  of  the  varieties  which  we  list  here  have  the  perfect 
or  staminate  flowers  and  will  produce  fruit  if  set  alone 
without  any  other  varieties  planted  near  by  to  pollinate 
them.

They 
have  been  thoroughly  tested  throughout  the 
Northwest  and  other  parts  of  the  country  and 
are  rapidly  taking  the  place  of  other  varieties 
less  adapted  to  our  severe  conditions.  We  be- 
lieve that  they  mark  a new  epoch  in  fruit  grow- 
ing for  the  Northwest  and  will  more  completely 
satisfy  the  fruit  grower  than  have  any  other 
varieties  yet  produced.
